Andover 
gets ‘It’

It whirred into Andover last 
week. Some know it as Ginger, 
others simply as “It.” To Segway 
plant manager and Andover resi- 
dent Chip MacDonald, it is the 
Segway Human Transporter. 
MacDonald brought the Seg- 
way HT to the Ramada Rolling 
Green in Andover for a luncheon 
series put on by Central Catholic 
High School. MacDonald delight- 
ed those assembled when he rolled 
into the banquet room and quickly 
glided around tables with the free- 
standing, two-wheeled invention. 
“How many people don’t care

Andover has never passed an 
override of Proposition 2'4 for its 
day-to-day operations. It tried 
once, in 1991, for school expens- 
es, and 65 percent of voters reject- 
ed the idea at the ballot box. 

This year Andover will try 
again. 

The effort will begin next Mon- 
day, April 22, at 7 p.m. at Town 
Meeting, in the Andover High 
School Field House. Townspeople 
will vote on Article 4, the $105 
million budget for all town depart- 
ments, including the schools. This 
budget can be funded without an 
override. Then, Article 5 will ask 
if residents are willing to pass 
another $1.13 million, the override 
of Proposition 2%, to bolster the 
schools budget. 

If Article 5 is approved, the 
override vote will go to the ballot 
box, with an election expected in 
June. The override must receive 
approval at both Town Meeting 
and at the special election. For the 
average homeowner, Article 4 will 
add $355 to their tax bill; Article 5 
will add $81 more. 

Proponents of approving an 
override note that next year will be

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Keeping Main Street part of town

The state-funded $2.5 million 
downtown improvement project is 
slated to begin in June 2003. But 
members of the Main Street Com- 
mittee say it won't improve the 
downtown as much as it could 
unless voters approve a $269,500 


town contribution in the form of 


Article 48. 

And some may feel more 
strongly than others. “If we don’t 
get the money now, I think we're 
going to wreck the town,” says 
Main Street Committee member 
Abby O’Hara. “It will have an 
urbanized look.” 

She says the committee can use 
the money to make sure the new 
Main Street looks uniquely 
Andover. instead of like a generic 
project done by the state. “It’s not 
(the state’s) job to determine what 
our problems are, or what are 
assets are,” says member Ann 
Constantine. But the Main Street 
Committee has put in hundreds of 
hours doing so, they say. 

These members recognize that 
the timing of the article asking for 
more money isn’t good — “it’s a 
dreadful economic time.” O'Hara 
agrees. Voters will face a $1.13 
million override of Proposition 2) 
next week at Town Meeting. 

It's been a tough budget year 
for the state as well, and the state is 
supposed to provide the bulk of the 
money with which the project will 
be funded. Residents and some 
State officials have worried 
Whether the state will ultimately 
pull the plug on the project. But 
O'Hara and Constantine say they 
must submit the request now, 
because the state says it expects to 
move forward. The selectmen have 
recommended to approve Article 
48. The Finance Committee has 
not. 

This year isn’t the first that the 
town has asked for money for 
Main Street. The project, targeting 
Stevens Street to Wheeler Street, is 
meant to improve traffic flow and 
pedestrian safety, says designer 
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Volunteers discuss the number of signs on Main Street during 
a site walk earlier this year. Article 48 seeks more money for 


Main Street improvements. 


David Giangrande. In 1999, Town 
Meeting decided to support the 
state-funded project and chipped 
in $304,000 for aesthetic details 
including bike racks, benches, his- 
toric lighting and trash cans, 

The Main Street Committee, 
appointed by the town manager, 
has since studied the plans and 
proposals. Members say the 
$304,000 isn’t enough to purchase 
the materials and equipment that 
will preserve the historic New 
England charm of downtown 
Andover. The state will pay to 
replace the street lamps and traffic 
lights it takes down during con- 
struction, but it will pay to replace 
only the basic models and styles, 
says Constantine. With $269,500, 
the town can pay for upgraded 
models that will fit Andover’s his- 
toric character, she adds. 

Without the $269,500 for 
upgrades, the crosswalks on Main 
Street will be painted white lines: 
the islands in the middle of the 
road will be plain pavement; and 
the newspaper and free magazine 
boxes will remain scattered along 
the sidewalks. The $304,000 is 
enough to buy a few historic lamp 
posts, but not enough to keep the 
downtown well-lit, say members.

If Town Meeting approves the 
extra funds, the committee can 
buy more lamp posts; create cross- 
walks with brick-like pavers that 
they say are safer; create plantings 
on the islands; and pay to install 
irrigation systems for the trees and 
plantings. 

Committee members need 
approval of the money now, 
because Mass Highway plans to 
put the project out to bid and 
break ground in the summer of 
2003, says Giangrande. The state 
will only tear up the ground once 
— and the Main Street Committee 
must know how many lamp posts 
it needs installed, and where it 
wants the irrigation systems to go 
before that happens. Next year’s 
Town Meeting will probably be 
too late for that, he says. 

If voters approve Article 48, 
the committee won’t be back for 
more money, says O’ Hara. 

That doesn’t mean that the final 
price tag is set in stone. It will 
probably cost more than the 
$269,500 to complete the down- 
town redesign including the cost 
of items such as plantings and 
newspaper boxes. Committee 
members say they'll look for 
grants and private donations.

crowd. During his presentation he 
got on the machine several times 
and rode back and forth as he 
spoke, sometimes holding the 
handle bar with only one hand as 
he turned in place or moved for- 
wards and backwards.

MacDonald came to Segway 
because he knew Doug Field, vice 
president of product development, 
from his fellowship at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology.

“It didn’t take me too long to 
decide,” said MacDonald. Segway 
was formed solely to manufacture 
the HTs, so MacDonald had input 
in how the plant was designed. “It 
was an opportunity to build from 
the ground up,” he said. 

He described his first experi- 
ence with the HT: “When I first 
got on the thing, you’re kind of 
skeptical, but then I thought, 
‘Wow, this is cool.’ My mind start- 
ed racing to the possibilities.” 

Asked about the possibilities in 
Andover, MacDonald said that 
Raytheon and Gillette were busi- 
nesses that could use them. “It 
could be something for meter 
maids,” he said, noting the small,

box-shaped vehicles they drive in 
Andover. “We're not a car. We're 
not trying to replace the car,” he 
said. He thought it could be useful 
on the golf course to chase errant 
balls.

between an outdoor spigot 
and a hose. It prevents lawn 
chemicals, animal feces and 
whatever else is on the lawn 
from getting sucked into the 
ligation system, into a resi- 
dent’s home or into the 
town’s water supply, in the 
event of a sudden pressure 
change in the water pipes. It 
happened three weeks ago 
when sewer construction 
workers cracked a water 
main on Chestnut Street. 

“People heard a sucking 
noise coming out of their 
faucets.” says Petkus. “It’s 
not a good thing.” 

The second item required 
by the bylaw is a rain sensor, 
intended to conserve water. 
The device alerts an automat- 
ic sprinkler when rainfall has 
reached a certain level and 
tells the sprinkler not to turn 
on, preventing unnecessary 
watering. It costs about $100. 

“T can’t tell you how 
many times I’ve driven 
around this town in the pour- 
ing rain and (seen) sprinkler 
systems on.” says Petkus. 

The bylaw also requires 
residents who own automatic 
imigation systems to register 
with the town, to help town 
employees keep track of who 
is in compliance. As with 
Article 40, residents who 
violate the bylaw a first time 
would receive a warning: 
residents would receive a 


$50 fine for a second viola- 
tion and a $100 fine for each 
subsequent violation. The 
fact that residents would 
have to register with the town 
is a big reason that selectmen 
voted not to recommend 
approval of Article 41, says 
Hender. 

“The people of the town 
are intelligent enough and 
most likely caring enough to 
do this on their own. Give 
them a chance,” he says. 
“Until we see that there isn’t 
a lot of voluntary compli- 
ance, why go out and get that 
much more on the books?” 


Article 42 

Petkus says he’s proud of 
the water- -quality standards at 
the town’s water treatment 
plant. But he says the plant 
needs upgrades to maintain 
its standards. 

Article 42 requests 
$975,000 to draw up plans to 
improve the water filters, and 
expand office and storage 
space. If the plant is not 
upgraded, the water quality 
will drop, because the filters 
in place now can’t keep up 
with new regulations that 
went into effect this year, he 
SayS. 

“We've never been in vio- 
lation (of not meeting water 
standards) and we don’t want 
to be,” says Petkus.

If Andover cut down on the amount of 


water it sells to other communities. it 
would have less water to treat. and it 
could pump that water through the exist- 
ing filters more slowly, thereby improv- 
ing the water quality, Petkus admits. But 
he and other town officials have not indi- 
cated that they’re interested in cutting 
back on selling water, 

Andover is locked into contract agree- 
ments with some communities. such as 
North Reading, to which Andover sold 
250 million gallons of water last year for 
about $900,000. It only cost the plant 
about $100,000 to process it, earning 
Andover a profit of about $800,000. 
That’s a lot of money the town is pulling 


Drought decisions 


in, says Petkus. 

Though Andover residents are paying 
the same rate, Petkus attributes Andover’s 
Steady water rates to the money it pulls in 
from selling water to other communities. 

If Town Meeting approves the 
$975,000 for water-treatment plant 
upgrades, residents will likely see an 


increase of about 25 cents in their water 


rate — currently $2.50 per 100 cubic feet 
of water — by 2006, says Petkus. 

He'll come back to Town Meeting in 
2003 and 2004 for a total of $12 million 
for actual construction.

$1.8 million for West El.

Plant and facilities direc- 
tor, Joe Piantedosi has 
requested $1.8 million to 
remove asbestos from West 
Elementary and to rebuild 
the ceilings in the building.

Andover is a town that fre- 

quently seems in crisis mode 
when it comes to its budget. In the 
past. town officials have made deci- 
sions about the budget in the min- 
utes prior to Town Meeting. This 
year, they will support an override. 

Regardless of whether Andover 
approves this first-ever Proposition 
2+ override for its day-to-day opera- 
tions, it is time for an altered 
approach to town spending. 
Andover officials must make a com- 
mitment to order priorities and have 
the town’s limited spending reflect 
those priorities. This is true for both 
the annual budget and capital-pro- 
ject spending. 

In recent times, large-project pri- 
orities have lingered, waiting for 
financial support, while selectmen 
and other boards annually have rec- 
ommended approval of items many 
residents would consider of less 
importance. Residents and officials 


alike have talked about a senior cen- 
ter and youth center as high priori- 
ties. Yet, in both cases, a private 


group became so tired of waiting for 


the town to build one that private cit- 
izens took matters into their own 
hands. Meanwhile, boards have rec- 
ommended approval of Town Meet- 
ing articles for piecemeal items such 
as new sidewalks. If smaller items 
were rejected and money set aside 
during good times, Andover would 
have the money to build its centers. 

It's important to note that the 
items approved are rarely unwel- 
come — but this approach begs two 
questions: What does Andover con- 
sider more important? And, can offi- 
cials see past annual requests to 
address long-term desires? 

What Andover needs — what most 
communities need — are people to 
look beyond the issues of the 
moment, and keep their eye on the 
prizes, rather than the trinkets avail- 
able each year. 


ere are some ideas for town 
leaders to consider, to ensure 
that taxpayers’ money is 
spent wisely and on top goals first: 
¢ Andover has a Strategic Plan- 
ning Task Force, made up of mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen, 
School Committee and Finance 
Committee. These members are 
working together, but they frequent- 
ly are focused on resolving immedi- 
ate issues around the current year’s 
budget. If the task force members 
determined what the town priorities 
are, they could ensure that annual 
town spending reflects these priori- 
ties. The items that are selected for 
cuts could also reflect such priori- 
ties. If the town’s music program is 
more important than something else 
in the budget, it should stay. A lower 
priority should go. 
¢ The town’s stabilization fund 
could be better used to target fore- 
seeable expenses. Officials talked 
about putting money into this fund

specifically for the added cost of 
opening the new schools. But last 
year, the School Committee recom- 
mended putting aside only $75,000 
of the $600,000 originally planned. 
Voters went along with it. Andover 
used the rest of the $600,000 for 
other, annual requests. 

Officials need to have the back- 
bone to put aside money in the sta- 
bilization fund each year for target- 
ed purposes, and not to touch that 
money for any other expenses that 
happen to arise. If a senior center is 
important, then money could be set 
aside each year to build it, and other 
items should wait. The standard 
question becomes “is this more 
important than a center?” 

* Town officials could also con- 
tinue to look at increasing 
Andover’s revenue. Officials are 
already looking into renting space 
on the monopole being built at the 
new safety center. To what degree 
should the town pursue this? Would 
selectmen consider altering how 
much Andover’s industries are 
taxed, relative to how much resi- 
dents are? What about increasing 
some town fees? 

Town leaders surely have asked 
themselves such questions. Now, 
it’s time to come up with some 
answers. 

It’s time for all of us in Andover 
to focus on the larger issues, and 
Save Our money for the annual and 
long-term items we hold most dear.

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Override protects 
home values 


Editor, Townsman: 

This is addressed to the fiscal 
conservative, who opposes the 
override for purely financial rea- 
sons. 

My thesis is that you should vote 
for the override, if you own proper- 
ty in Andover, because it’s in your 
own financial interest. 

Why? In a word, MCAS. You 
don’t have kids? Doesn’t matter. 
Your property value is determined 
by people who do. Ask any realtor 
what demographic group has bid 
our Andover property values 
through the roof. It’s families with 
kids, who eagerly covet our excel- 
lent school system. They study 
MCAS scores to choose among 
competitive towns. Andover 
schools are in the top 10 percent for 
all of Massachusetts. Many parents 
know that and want a home here. 

MCAS is different from previ- 
Ous standardized tests. It’s annual. 
mandatory, uniform, and has seri- 
Ous Consequences. MCAS test feed- 
back is direct and quick, just like 
P&L forecasts to stock value. Cut 
spending on the basics and MCAS 
will immediately show it, and so 
will your property value, like Ford 
stock after the tire problems arose. 

The cuts listed by the School 
Finance Committee, to be imposed 
if the override fails, include many 
essential teachers. Teachers of the 
three Rs - just what MCAS mea- 
sures.

In the past few years, it has 
become as predictable as the cro- 
| cus and the return of migrating 
birds.

paigns. Of course, packing the 
| Town Meeting with supporters is 
| the norm too. 


Fear: A town addicted to overrides 


A good example of a past mar- 
keting campaign was the selling 
of sewers. If you recall, when 
sewage was an issue we had 
humerous reports in the papers 
(Townsman and Eagle-Tribune) 
that unpleasant bacteria were 
being found in streams and ponds 
in the town. Somehow these little 
critters appeared just as the issue 
was under consideration. After we 
voted to build sewers all reports of 
their presence quickly vanished. 
That's good news, since perhaps 
now we don’t have to actually 
build the sewers, and homeowners 
can save all the money that would 
otherwise go down the drain. 

With the override, the towns- 
people deserve a real open discus- 
sion of the issues, and the poten- 
tially catastrophic consequences 
for many citizens. It’s a slippery 
slope that we are embarking on, 
since it means a potential future of 
becoming “addicted to overrides” 
just to keep services going. 

We need to vote based on real- 
ity, Common sense, implications 
for the future, the best interests of 
all residents, and what we can 
really afford, not the marketing 
hyperbole and the one-sided com- 
munications of the proponents of 
this travesty.

Schools override deserves support

In the interest of supporting 
the larger, town-of-Andover 
budget picture — that schools 
deserve support because of the 
value they provide to a commu 
nity, and that this discussion 
isn’t a “school” issue, but a 
townwide issue — I want to share 
several basic premises: 

Throughout Massachusetts, a 
town’s commitment to educa- 
tion is an investment in the 
future of the town and is the sin- 
gle major factor in maintaining 
the vitality and vibrancy of a 
community. Towns that support 
their schools’ needs maintain 
growth, increased value and the 
intangibles that make the differ- 
ence between expanding or 
shrinking services to citizens. 
Support for education is what 
makes a community attractive 
to business and to its citizens. 
Andover has always shown a 
commitment to quality educa- 
tion, and we need to continue 
that support now and in the 
future. Studies done during the 
last recession identified this 
“flight to quality.” Property val- 
ues, services and growth are all 
beneficiaries of this factor. 

Andover has almost 10,000 
children aged 19 and under - 
they constitute 30.6 percent of 
the population of Andover.

Bylaw change protects neighborhoods 


Editor, Townsman: 

We are writing in support of a 
zoning bylaw amendment, Article 
52. 

The Planning Department has 
stated that the term “conversion” 
(as it pertains to adapting a house 
into a multi-family dwelling) refers 
to “the internal conversion of the 
existing structure, built before 
1941, without changing the foot- 
print or volume of the building 
involved.” As town Planning Direc- 
tor Stephen Colyer has stated, this 
is the intent of the existing zoning 
bylaw, and the proposed amend- 
ment is simply a clarification. 

Unfortunately, developers with 
no vested interest in the community 
have discovered what they hope to 
be a loophole in the current bylaw 
as It is written. Developers and their 
attorneys have interpreted the term 
“conversion” to mean adding addi- 
tional building space onto the origi- 
nal structure. This could and has 
resulted in more than doubling the 
onginal building footprint area for 
such conversions. This potentially 
brings huge profits to the developer 
at the expense of the neighborhood 
and permanently alters the face of 
neighborhoods that have stood for a 
couple of hundred years. 

Downtown residents recently 
showed strong opposition to an out- 
of-town developer’s proposal to 
tack extra units onto a multi-family 


home on High Street. Had this pro- 
posal been approved, the building 
footprint would have been doubled 
and much of the plot would have 
been covered in asphalt for extra 
parking and a driveway circling the 
entire property. 

Had it not been for collective 
neighborhood concern, this may 
have slipped by because usually 
only the abutting properties are 
notified by letter from the town. 
The people of the town need the 
bylaw to be more concise so that 
developers cannot come in and tell 
us what the town “needs” and what 
is “best” for our neighborhoods. 
The conversion bylaw pertains to 
houses built prior to 1941 and 
would mainly affect the older 
neighborhoods of Andover; howev- 
er, it could be used to create huge 
condo conversions anywhere in 
Andover. 

This bylaw amendment change 
would have no impact on a home- 
owner's desire to alter or add onto 
an existing building. It would only 
prevent adding additional building 
space as part of a multi-unit conver- 
sion. 

Many of us moved to Andover 
because of its charm and unique 
character. Please vote yes to pre- 
serve our beautiful neighborhoods.

Do I think Pike fourth- and 
fifth-graders should be quoting 
Tacitus (“As you go into battle, 
remember your ancestors, and 
remember your descendants”) or 
the women of Sparta (“come back 
with your shield, or on it’)? No, 
but I do wonder about the subject 
that their teachers assigned them. If 
they told them to write letters to 
service members overseas about 
peace, that strikes me as some- 
where between egregiously inap- 
propriate and seditious, especially 
considering that our country is at 
war with a major terrorist organiza- 
tion, which wishes for nothing less 
than the destruction of our nation. 
Perhaps the well-meaning teachers 
at Pike School are ignorant of this 
fact. It has been all over the media 
for a mere seven months, and there 
were only a few thousand Ameri- 
cans killed, so I can see how it got 
lost in the shuffle. 

Having vented my spleen on 
this issue, I would like to come 
back to that nebulous word that we 
keep seeing float up as the magical 
panacea for all that is wrong in the 
world, namely “peace.” Peace, in 
its current popular incarnation (and 
certainly the one that these students 
seem to understand), is the greatest 
virtue that man can obtain; the 


balm for anything and everything | 
from the Israeli-Palestinian conflict | 
to gang violence. The problem is | 
that peace, much like enthusiasm, | 
is a valueless concept until it is 
linked to something more substan- | 
tive. The value of peace is directly | 
tied to what the struggle prior to| 
peace resolved. If we make peace a | 
Virtue unto itself, and therefore | 
worth‘any price, then Neville 
Chamberlain certainly made the 
right decision at Munich. After all, 
what are a few million people’s 
lives and freedoms compared to the | 
chimera of universal peace? The 
answer, of course, is that people 
and principles are worth more than 
any peace, especially peace for its 
own sake. A bad peace is exactly 
what Chamberlain purchased so 
cheaply in 1938. Deciding that a 
promise of “peace in our times” 
was worth more than people and 
principle, he helped to consign a 
generation of Europeans to their 
deaths. The peace purchased at 
such a high cost in 1945, and based 
on the Atlantic Charter and the 
concept of liberty, was certainly 
worth more, and more enduring, 
than the cheaply bought peace of 
1938. For those who think peace is 
an end unto itself, I recommend 
they talk to any Czechs they know; 
they may have their own opinion.

After the pub- 
lic meeting, the League member- 
ship met to consider whether it 
would take a position on any article. 

The League analyzed warrant 
articles in light of its established 
positions. These positions have 
been developed over the years 
through a deliberate process of 
careful research and analysis. Based 
upon this process, the League has 
concluded the following: 

I. Articles 38, 39, 45, 58, 59 
(related to zoning bylaws) 

The League is not in favor of 
these proposed changes. The 
League has consistently supported 
a thoughtful and careful procedure 
for any zoning by-law change that 
involves the town’s professionals 
and includes public comment. Fur- 
ther study needs to be considered. 

2. Article 48 (related to Main 
Street improvements) 

The League is in favor of Article 
48. The League believes that the 
central business district should 
include the use of a visual master 
plan for a central business district 
townscape followed by capital 
improvements. 

3. Article 23 (related to the 
Community Preservation Act) 

The League is in favor of Article 
23. The Community Preservation 
Act provides state matching funds 
for affordable housing, historic 
preservation, open space and land 
use. 

4. Article 5 (related to the sup- 
plemental school budget) 

The League is in favor of Article 
5. The League supports funding 
school programs designed to meet 
the diversity of the student body 
and to educate them to their full 
potential. 

5S. Article 40 (related to Water 
Use Restriction General Bylaw) 

The League is in favor of Article 
40. The League supports the con- 
servation, protection, and judicious 
management of natural resources 
including the town’s water supply. 

6. Article 25 (related to a land 
transfer on Heather Drive) 

The League is in favor of Article 
25. The League supports programs 
and policies that promote self-suffi- 
ciency for individuals and families 
including affordable housing. 

The League believes that citizen 
participation in government is basic 
to the democratic process. There- 
fore, it encourages all Andover res-

Zoning-for-fields deal has ‘rank stench’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

Town Meeting should reject the current 
proposal to rezone certain Single Residence 
C land to Industrial or Commercial use, 

As I understand it, the proposal calls for 
the exchange of land rezoning in return for a 
gift of land from the developer for use as 
playing fields. Such a proposal constitutes, in 
substance if not in form, contract zoning, 
which is unlawful. The offer to provide play- 
ing-field land does not address any of the 
public needs that would arise from the devel- 
opment of the rezoned property. Rather, the 
offer is nothing more than extraneous con- 
sideration, i.e. a payoff. If that is not illegal, 
then it certainly has the rank stench of a 
transaction the law discourages. 

More importantly, the proposal is unfair 
and dishonorable. People have a right to 
expect rules governing land use to be 
enforced when they invest hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of their personal Savings into 


their home. People are entitled to expect zon- 
ing in their neighborhood and town to be 
consistently and fairly enforced to protect 
their investment and their lifestyle. The con- 
tract zoning proposal before Town Meeting 
constitutes nothing less than an express offer 
to sell out our own neighbors. It would radi- 
cally change the rules for people who relied 
on those rules when they bought their 
homes. The proposal, if accepted, would 
undermine the reasonable expectations of 
people who have bought into the town as 
well as into the neighborhood at issue. 

If Town Meeting accepts the proposal, 
then no neighborhood is safe from this kind 
of sell-out, because Andover would show 
itself to be a town without the honor and 
decency to stand together when developers 
tempt with what looks like easy pieces of sil- 
ver.

CPA isn’t the answer 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Community Preservation 
Act (Article 21) is bad for Andover 
residents for a number of reasons. 

First, this article makes our town 
subject to state control of the money 
raised. The state dictates minimums 
of the money raised that must be 
expended for open space, preserva- 
tion, and low-cost housing, not the 
town. It also dictates that the tax 
remain in place for a minimum of 
five years. 

In exchange for the town giving 
up the freedom to control its own 
purse, supporters promise there are 
“state-matching dollars.” The state 
currently only funds 40 percent of 
its education mandates. With the 
state facing a $2 billion shortfall 
next year, how many dollars will it 
reserve for preservation? If the town 
believes that the mandates this law 
requires are worth supporting, they 
can vote to make the expenditures in 
the regular town budget and not 
yield control to the state. 

Second, supporters point to the 
good work that can be accom- 
plished with the money. In fact, 
Andover already has organizations 
that raise and spend money to sup- 
port open space, preservation, and 
low-cost housing. The Andover His- 
torical Society is active in celebrat- 
ing and encouraging the preserva- 
tion of Andover’s historic proper- 
ties. Residents have an opportunity 
to further encourage such preserva- 
tion by supporting Article 38, the 
Historic District Overlay proposal. 

People who want to see more 
affordable housing can donate to the 
Andover Community Trust, which 
exists to build such housing, or the 
Merrimack Valley chapter of Habi- 
tat for Humanity (which would also 
be glad to have people volunteer 
time, at no cost to them). Increasing 
property taxes to build low-cost 
housing makes no sense. To build 
affordable housing in Andover, we 
intend to make living in Andover 
too expensive for people who need 
low-cost housing to afford. 

The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society already has preserved 


1,000 acres of land in Andover. 
People who are interested in pre- 
serving more can donate to it- or 
support Article 23 this year. 
According to the Town Handbook, 
from the League of Women Voters. 
of Andover’s 20,500 acres, 9,000 
are already consumed by highways, 
water, and institutional land (such 
as Phillips Academy, a large oasis 
of open space). The remaining 
11,500 acres are available for 
preservation. AVIS, town conserva- 
tion land, Harold Parker State For- 
est, and the Ward Reservation pre- 
serve 6,100 acres of open space. 
How much open space do we need? 
With the town already facing 
stringent budget constraints, with 
the high property taxes we already 
pay, with an override already on the 
ballot, the CPA is a “nice to have” 
request that reduces the money 
available for programs that are actu- 
ally needed. In the future, if the 
town decides it can afford it, money 
for these goals can be included in 
the town budget. Tying up money 
with the CPA is a bad idea.

REVIEWING SOME SCHOOL BUDGET ISSUES 


New schools’ costs 
beyond projections 

The new schools’ opening 
costs have more than doubled 
since initial estimates. The bill has 


outgrown the early estimate of 


$900,000. About 18 months ago, 
that figure was $1.3 million, and 
now, the cost to open the schools 
is given as $2.2 million. Schools 
Business Manager Bernie Tuttle 
said that redistricting didn’t create 
the student-teacher ratios he 
expected. “The kids weren't redis- 
tricted in nice little bundles of 25° 
he said. As a result, four class- 
room teachers, 16 new special- 
education personnel, and more 
arts, music, and physical educa- 
tion teachers had to be hired than 
the schools projected. 


Out-of-district SPED 
State mandated special-educa- 
tion costs continue to rise, in part 
because of the growing costs asso- 
ciated with sending children to 
expensive out-of-town schools. 
Placing 82 special-education 
students out of district for classes 
and programs is costing the town 
approximately $3.7 million dol- 


lars. Many of the students’ indi- 
vidual plans fall between $25,000 
and $40,000 per student. Several 
students have programs approach- 
ing $100,000. One reason that 


costs are rising is that the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Approved 
Private Schools (MAAPS) won a 
lawsuit against the state last year 
that ended a spending cap, which 
has allowed the schools to charge 
more money. 


Professional 
development 


Two school administrators 
made a cross-country trip to a 
three-day technology conference 
in Seattle this spring and taxpay- 
ers paid the tab, drawing the 
notice of some parents. Officials 
say the conference was a unique 
professional-development experi- 
ence, and that the schools spend 
little on out-of-state travel. Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach says 
Andover is required by the state to 
spend $709,000 on professional 
development. The Andover 
schools doled out $787,000 as of 
early March. “This is not a choice, 
it's a requirement. Even if we cut 
our budget to the bare bones, we'd 
be required to spend that money,” 
said Bach. 

Bach said she’s budgeted 
$764,000 for next year. including 
$26.894 for out-of-state travel. 
The rest of town government has 
budgeted $74,250 for professional 
development, including $22,550 
for out-of-state travel. 
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Elementary-school musicians 
will only have lessons after- 
school next year, say the 
schools. 


Music program cuts 


The schools have said that the 
elementary instrumental music 
program will be replaced by a fee- 
based, extracurricular program. 
Elementary instrumental teachers 
and parents say the change will 
harm the middle-school and high- 
school programs. “They are cut- 
ting the program off at the knees,” 
said string teacher Julie Diehl. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
has said that most of the parents at 
recent PTO meetings have stated 
that they would rather move the 
elementary instrumental lessons 
after school. School Committee 
member Gerry Gustus disagrees, 
saying “I personally feel we're 
hearing not to eliminate the music 
program out of the day.” He wants 
the task force formed last week, 
which is meant to study possible 
school fees, to look at keeping the 
music program during school 
hours. 


Library books 


A 2000 report on library spend- 
ing showed that Andover High 
was spending $12,400, about half 
what it spent 12 years before, 
according to Principal Peter 
Anderson. 

“Ninety percent of our print 
collection is older than 10 years,” 
he said. Spending $7.52 per stu- 
dent, Andover High’s library 
spending is closer to Lawrence’s 
($12,000) than North Andover’s 
($25,000). 

At the middle and elementary 
schools, parents have bolstered 
school library budgets through 
donations and fundraising. South 
School’s PAC had raised $14,000 
by late March of this year toward 
a $24,000 goal.

an extraordinary year for Andover 
schools. For the first time in 
decades, the town will open two 
new schools — High Plain Elemen- 
tary and Wood Hill Middle 
School. 

Andover will need more than 
50 new positions and $2.2 million 
to open those buildings. State- 
mandated special-education costs 
are also continuing to rise. These 
costs are two of the ones typically 
cited as reasons the schools need 
an override to pay for next year’s 
budget. But they won’t be the 
expenses cut from the schools pro- 
posed budget if the override fails. 

“Whether we get the override 
or not we will still spend $2.2 mil- 
lion to open the new schools. 
We'll still spend an additional 
$1.5 million on special education. 
The real difference is what we’ll 
spend on the current programs,” 
says School Committee Chair- 
woman Tina Girdwood. 

Regardless of the override vote, 
the Andover schools will elimi- 
nate 12 existing positions, leaving 
nine people out of jobs. They will 
eliminate another 22 positions 
from their proposed budget, 
included four new teachers pro- 
posed for Andover High School, if 
the override fails. 

“That’s the crux of the matter

Can we afford it? 


But some long-time residents — 
particularly those on a fixed 
income — say the annual budget 
increases are becoming too much. 

“Tm having trouble voting for 
it. We have to put some people in 
this town in place. We're spending 
way too much money,” says War- 
ren Kearn, of High Plain Road. 
“Td like to put their feet to the fire 
and let them sweat like we have 
to, like I have to as a retiree and 
someone of limited means.” 

Kearn, 79, was born in 
Andover and has lived here for 
decades — but he’s careful to note 
he hasn’t lived here his whole life. 
He served three years in the Navy 
during World War II, and lived a 
couple of years in Haverhill, he 
says. 

“I love this town, but some- 
thing’s wrong,” he says. “I have a 
limited amount of money and I 
want fiscal responsibility.” 

Selectmen Brian Major and 
Ted Teichert agree with Kearn that 
the override is asking too much of 
some town residents. However, 
three out of five selectmen, and 
the Finance Committee, recom- 
mend approval of the override 
article. Joanne Marden, Finance 
Committee chairwoman, says she 
knows the money is being spent 
wisely, though she leaves it up to 
the taxpayers to determine if they 
can afford the override. 

“T think that the time has come 
that people have to decide if 
they’re willing to pay for these 
services,” says Marden. “I can tell 
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Schools to cut 22 budgeted positions if override fails 


done to control costs. So I can rec- 
ommend approval of that.” 

But Marden and other officials 
can't say whether an override will 
lead to more overrides in the 
future (see sidebar). 

What officials do know is that 
Andover does have other increas- 
ing expenses on the horizon. The 
town will ask Town Meeting for 
almost $1 million to plan a water- 
treatment plant expansion, and 
increased maintenance costs are 
expected once the safety center, 
new schools and youth center are 
completed in the coming years. 
The total debt-exclusion bills due 
on the 1994 school expansion 
costs, new schools and safety cen- 
ter will rise by a few dollars per 
household during the next three 
years. Those on sewer and getting 
sewer will see increased bills or 
betterments to pay for the ongoing 
sewer expansion project. 

However, school officials argue 
that education is a town priority. 
They believe they have done what 
they can to pare their schools bud- 
get. They'd like the schools to get 
a larger percentage of the budget 
in future years. 

“IT think you need to have some 
basic recognition about what the 
priorities are, and they are schools 
and police and fire,” says Gerry 
Gustus, School Committee mem- 
ber. “I think the town leadership 
needs to recognize that they need 
to fund the priorities and see 
what’s available after that.” 

“This (schools) budget is a step 
back in terms of services to chil- 
dren, yet we increase our building 
space by just over 19 percent with 
our two new schools. Any further 
reductions,” says former School 
Committee Chairman Eric Nad- 
worny, in a letter to the town, “will 
result in a substantial decline of 
our educational program.” 

Even if the override is 
approved, the superintendent says 
she expects to have to remove 
instrumental music education 
from the school day, and charge a 
fee for it. Other extracurricular 
activities are also expected to have 
fees attached. 

Through the PTOs, parents 
already donate or raise thousands 
of dollars to support school-relat- 


ed programs. 
Comparing budgets 


As the override debate contin- 
ues, statistics are becoming as 
plentiful as students. 

Those who believe that enough 
is enough say the ballooning 
school budget is out of control. It 
grew about 68 percent during the 
1990s, from 1991 to 2000. During 
that time, all other town depart- 
ments grew about 32 percent. 

But school-spending support- 
ers note that the student popula- 
tion during that time was growing

* According to the Depart- 
ment of Education, of 11 Aaa- 
bonded communities like 
Andover, the town average 
per pupil spending in 2000 
was $9,350. Andover spent 
7,026. Students made up 18.6 
percent of the Andover popu- 
lation, above the 11-town 
average of 15.2 percent. 


* Of these same 11 com- 
munities, education made up 
an average of 48.7 percent of 
the towns’ total 2000 budgets. 
Andover spent 48 percent of 
its budget on education. 


* Among 39 local suburban 
communities picked by Sup- 
port Our Students, Andover 
was 15th in per capita income, 
17th in average tax bill and 
18th in per pupil spending. 


* Of the state's 351 commu- 
nities, Andover ranks 151st in 
per pupil spending, 22nd in 

| per capital income and 31st in 
average tax bill. Unlike the 
| other statistics, however, per 
| pupil spending is affected by 
| how much is given to towns by 
| the state. 
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more than three times faster than 
the town population, 25.4 percent 
as Opposed to 7.2 percent. (For 
more stats, see box above.) 

A pro-override group called 
Support Our Students has put 
together a pamphlet with several 
charts comparing Andover to 38 
other local suburban communities. 
One of its goals is to show how 
Andover performs on the SATs, 
relative to how much it spends on 
its students. 

“All of these comparative data,” 
says Tony James, a member of 
Support Our Students, “say in 
summary that the Andover school 
system is achieving above-average 
performance with below-average 
spending.” 

James believes Andover gets a 
lot of bang for its buck, and can 
become a top-tier school system if 
it spends more. 

“If we don’t have the overrride, 
we're going to be backsliding,” 
says James. “If we spend more 
money on our students wisely — 
and I believe we do spend wisely 


— they will do even better.”

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Town Meeting Article 21 


CPA: State funds, increased tax 


Money can be used for o 


By Rebecca Piro 

If Town Meeting approves 
Article 21, adoption of the Com- 
munity Preservation Act, it will 
agree to a surcharge on property 
taxes of up to 3 percent to buy 
open-space land, preserve histori- 
cal sites and create affordable 
housing. 

Supporters of the article Say it’s 
the chance of a lifetime for 
Andover, as the state is promising 
to match the raised funds 100 per- 
cent, doubling the amount of 
money Andover can spend. That 
percentage will decrease in future 
years as more communities adopt 
the CPA, they say. 

“It’s important to adopt it as 
early as possible,” says Peggy 
Keck, a member of the Communi- 
ty Preservation Act Task Force. 
The Task Force is recommending 
that voters adopt the CPA at the 
maximum 3 percent. “If we’re 
truly serious about these things as 
goals for the town, this is the best 
opportunity I see to get a chunk of 
State money to help us.” 

Opposers of the article say this 
year is not the time to ask resi- 
dents to raise their taxes even 
more. The fact that officials are 
asking voters to approve a $1.13 
million override is enough of a 
burden in this tight budget year, 
says Selectman Ted Teichert. 

“Taxes are going up already,” 
he says. In a 3-2 vote, the select- 
men voted to recommend approval 
of the article, but at 1 percent. 
Teichert, one of two officials who 
voted against the motion, says 
someone needs to speak for the 
people who simply can’t afford 
another tax. “It’s going to choke 
some people. They'll continue to 
struggle and they’re embarrassed 
to talk about it,” he says. 

The Finance Committee also 
voted to recommend disapproval 
of the article. “It’s a new tax in a 
time when people seem reluctant 
to vote additional taxes. It’s a new 
bunch of activities we don’t fund 
now, and we’re having trouble 
with property taxes just to fund the 
town’s basic services,” says Joanne 
Marden, Finance Committee 
chairwoman. 

Town Meeting, if it votes to 
adopt the CPA, must decide at 
what percentage it will raise taxes, 
and whether anyone will be 
exempt from the raised taxes. 

Voters can adopt the CPA at 
less than | percent to a maximum 
of 3 percent. At 3 percent, the 
average household, with a home 
valued at $353,000, will pay $117. 
At 2 percent, the average house- 
hold will pay $78; at 1 percent, the 
average household will pay $39. 

Three exemptions are available 
for voters to choose. The first 
exempts senior citizens living on 


low and moderate incomes 


($53,920 or less for a senior cou- 
ple), and non-senior citizens who 
are living on low incomes (also 
$53,920 for a family of four). The 
second is an exemption for com- 
mercial and industrial property. 
The third exempts the first 
$100,000 of the assessed value of a 
residential property. 

Members of the CPA Task 
Force recommend adoption at 3 
percent with an exemption for res- 
idents with property valued at 
$100,000 or less. 

If Town Meeting approves the 
CPA, it will not be officially adopt- 
ed until it passes a ballot vote as 
well. If the CPA passes both tests, 
it will be activated for a minimum 
of five years, at which point voters 
must take a Town Meeting vote 
and another ballot vote to get rid of 
it. It is possible to adjust the per- 
cent of tax surcharge within those 
five years. 

If voters approve Article 21 and 
adopt the CPA, they must approve 
Article 22, which authorizes offi- 
cials to create a committee of nine 
people that would decide how the 
CPA money should be used. Town

Meeting would approve projects 
before any money was spent. 

Projects that could benefit from 
the CPA money, according to the 
task force members, include pur- 
chasing watershed land to protect 
the town’s water supply; paying 
for new playing fields; funding the 
repair of historic buildings in town, 
like Old Town Hall; and construct- 
ing some of the 171 affordable 
housing units the town needs to 
bring its stock up to the state’s rec- 
ommended 10 percent. Until 
Andover has 10 percent affordable 
housing, developers will have an 
easier time pushing through mas- 
sive housing projects by means of 
a comprehensive permit, says 
Keck. With a comprehensive per- 
mit, a developer needs only the 
approval of the zoning board and 
conservation commission. The 
plans do not need approval from 
the planning board or the building 
inspector, and the permit elimi- 
nates all the normal bylaw restric- 
tions, such as traffic concerns. 

“For that reason alone, I think 
the CPA is worth supporting,” she 
says. 


By Rebecca Piro 
Checking and replacing fire 
hydrants is on the t 
of Public Work’s to-do list this 
year, says Director Jack Petkus. 
The fire hydrant request of

Town Meeting Article 38 


An historic zonin

Article 38 is one couple’s effort 
to save what it considers an endan- 
gered species in Andover — historic 
homes. 

Mike and Sharon Ristuccia of 
South Main Street are proposing a 
historic overlay district through 
parts of Ballardvale, in which the 
Zoning Board of Appeals would 
have more freedom to grant spe- 
cial permits to people who want to 
move historic homes to lots that 
would be too small for other 
homes. 

The Ristuccias have a special 
interest in seeing the article pass. 
They opted to move the Capt. 
Stephens Abbot House from Bal- 
lardvale Road — where it was in 
immediate danger of being torn 
down — to a too-small lot next to 
their South Main Street house in 
February. Current zoning bylaw 
says that the Ristuccias need Town 
Meeting approval to keep the 
house where it is and run electrici- 
ty and plumbing to it. Ristuccia 
says adding the historic overlay 
district to the zoning bylaw will 
make it easier for people like him- 
self who want to save historic 
homes, and encourage more peo- 
ple to do it. 

The Preservation Commission 
has recommended approval of 
Article 38, citing the several his- 
toric homes that developers have

The $50,000 for fire hydrants is 
part of Public Works’ now-annual 
hydrant inspection program. Other 
communities, like North Andover 
and Methuen, say they have had 
hydrant-maintenance programs in 
place for years. Until last year, 
Andover’s DPW didn’t conduct 
routine hydrant checks. The prob- 
lem with that method, or lack 
thereof, became clear when fire- 
fighters were faced with the chal- 
lenge of fighting fires without 
water. 

In March of 2001, The Swim- 
ming Pool Center, formerly locat- 
ed just over the Andover line, 
burned to the ground. It wasn’t 
until firefighters arrived on scene 
that they found one of the 
hydrants near the business was 
broken. Last August, firefighters 
discovered two broken hydrants 
when they raced to battle a fire at a 
barn on South Main Street. They 
discovered two more that same 
month when they responded to a 
house fire on Greenwood Road. 

“We don’t want problems like 
that,” says Petkus. . 

This year, besides routine 
inspections that involve disman- 


tling each hydrant and greasing its 
parts, DPW will replace 15 
hydrants at about $3,500 each. 
“That money will replace those 
hydrants completely, right down 
to the pipe,” he says.

Articles 45-47, 59 


Some see plan in Cormier’s 
articles, zoning-for-fields deal 


By Rebecca Piro 

Just connect the dots. 

That’s what some residents are 
Saying about developer Yvon 
Cormier’s four warrant articles — 
45, 46, 47 and 59. Each article is a 
separate proposal. But some resi- 
dents, worrying about what 
Cormier has in mind for the empty 
129-acre lot near Haggetts Pond 
and the Tewksbury line, say the 
articles paint an alarming picture 
of his potential plans. 

Article 45 is by far the most 
talked about of the four articles. 
Cormier is asking voters to rezone 
22 acres of land from residential 
to industrial, where he proposes to 
build two office buildings (see 
story, page 20). According to a 
written pact between Cormier and 
the sports groups, the developer 
will give Little League and 
Andover Soccer Association 15 
acres of the parcel for playing 
fields. 

Some abutting residents are 
concerned about losing the open 
space and wildlife that exists now, 
if Article 45 passes. But they are 
also concerned about the implica- 
tions of the other two articles that 
must pass in order for Cormier to 
make good on the fields-for-zon- 
ing deal. 

“People think they’re voting for 
fields, but there’s so much more,” 
says Maureen McNamara, a 
Berkley Lane resident. 

Articles 46 and 47 request that 


Andover officials enter into inter- 
municipal agreements, or agree- 
ments with Tewksbury and Low- 
ell, to provide water and sewer 
service to Cormier’s entire parcel, 
129 acres. 

If Cormier is to erect any 
industrial buildings on the parcel, 
he needs sewer access — of which 
Andover has none at that location 
— and water services. Tewksbury 
and Lowell can provide those ser- 
vices if officials of those commu- 
nities can come to an agreement, 
says Steve Colyer, Andover Plan- 
ning Director. 

If Articles 46 and 47 do not 
pass, the sports groups will not get 
the land for playing fields. If the 
articles do pass, it authorizes 
selectmen to negotiate agreements 
with other communities, and the 
sports groups, according to the 
written agreement, should receive 
their land (see sidebar, below). 

If Articles 46 and 47 are 
approved, and if the communities 
reach agreements for sewer and 
water services — which can take 
years, says Colyer — it gives 
Cormier free reign to develop the 
entire parcel. 

That’s where Article 59 comes 
in, Say some residents. 

Article 59 asks Town Meeting 
to erase part of the zoning bylaw 
that puts a cap on the acreage of a 
cluster, or condominium, develop- 
ment. The bylaw currently 
requires that a condominium 


development be at least 10 acres, 
but no more than 25 acres large. 

If Town Meeting removes that 
cap, developers can propose hous- 
ing projects with no limit to their 
size. 

That could come in handy for 
Cormier, who will be left with 92 
acres of empty land, if and when 
he builds two industrial buildings 
and gives 15 acres to sports groups 
— too much for one condominium 
development, according to the 
current zoning bylaw, Colyer says. 

Colyer hasn’t seen any plans 
from Cormier regarding residen- 
tial development on that parcel. 
Peg Campbell, a soccer coach and 
supporter of Cormier’s articles, 
says the developer has mentioned | 
possibilities of houses at that site. 

But the potential effects of all 
four articles are enough to cause 
McNamara concern. 

“Look at what the implication 
of these articles together is!” says 
McNamara. “If we get town sewer 
in there from Tewksbury for the 
whole 129 acres, and we eliminate 
(the acreage requirements) for a 
cluster, we could just build that lot 
to the max with condos.” 

Cormier, in a written statement, 
said Article 59 is “to allow luxury 
condominiums similar to those 
located at the Andover Country 
Club on Bobby Jones Drive to 
encourage diversity in housing,” 
but not specifically on the 129- 
acre Site. 


Officials: No guarantee for fields 


ASA president says people have already volunteered services 


Passing Articles 45, 46 and 47 
is only the first of many steps 
before new fields materialize — if 
ever. 

“People are all excited about 
the fields, but I don’t know how 
much of it is set in stone,” says 
Maureen McNamara, a concerned 
resident. “There’s no guarantee.” 

Paul Salafia, Planning Board 
chairman, agrees with her. If the 
articles pass at Town Meeting, the 
Planning Board must approve a 
plan for development of the fields 
and an access road to them. The 
board will hold hearings, at which 
point neighbors can weigh in, and 
the board members might require 
changes to the plan. 

“This is one hurdle in a whole 
trackful of hurdles,” Salafia says. 

Nowhere in the written agree- 
ment between Cormier and the 
sports groups is there a deadline 
for Cormier to hand over the prop- 
erty. It says only that Cormier 
must convey the land to the sports 
groups 60 days after the Planning 


Board approves the access way to 
the land, which Cormier has 
promised to build. 

“What it doesn’t tell me is 
when the developer needs to sub- 
mit (a plan) for approval,” says 
McNamara. “What if he wants to 
wait 20 years?” 

Cormier’s attorney Mark John- 
son says, “It will be submitted. 
Cormier will act in good faith.” 
Youth sports league members said 
they believe Cormier, or they 
never would have agreed to the 
deal. 

Articles 46 and 47 ask Town 
Meeting to authorize officials to 
negotiate agreements with Tewks- 
bury and Lowell for sewer and 
water services to the parcel. But 
those agreements can take years to 
settle, says Colyer. The written 
pact between Cormier and the 
sports groups does not make clear 
whether Cormier will wait for 
those agreements to be finalized 
before he hands over the playing 
fields land. 


“(The articles and the agree- 
ment) don’t guarantee anything 
except that the zoning is going to 
change,” says Colyer. “What hap- 
pens after that is anybody’s guess 
at this point.” 

Little League and the Andover 
Soccer Association are responsi- 
ble for paying for and construct- 
ing the fields themselves, at no 
cost to the town. 

Bonnie Spurr, president of 
Andover Soccer Association, says 
residents in town have already vol- 
unteered services and materials for 
the project, and the sports groups 
will cover the rest by fundraising 
or raising participation fees for 
players. 

Construction could begin with- 
in the next two years, after the 
Planning Board approves plans for 
the access road and fields, says 
Bob Gilbert of the Andover Soc- 
cer Association.

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Robert Urich, former resident, dies 


‘Spencer’ star remembered as straight-forward family man

Robert Urich, Hollywood 
actor and one-time Andover resi- 
dent died Tuesday of cancer. He 
was best known for his title role 
in Spencer: For Hire, and as pri- 
vate detective Dan Tanner on 
Vega$. More recently, he was the 
captain on the new Love Boat 
series. 

Urich bought a home in 
Andover on Phillips Street in 
1987. Joan Epstein worked for 
the now Hunneman Victor Realty 
and sold Urich the house. “He 
Was very much a family man. His 
relationship with his mother and 
his wife was very, very nice. It’s 
really a shame,” said Epstein. 

Epstein said that she didn’t 
know that her manager, John 
McCusker, had sent property list- 
ings to Urich the day she got the 
phone call. “There was Robert 
Urich on the other end of the 
phone.” she said. At the time, the 
type of office phone used at the 
realtors office allowed other 
people to listen in. “Three or four 
people were listening in. It was 
really funny,” said Epstein. 

Urich came to Andover when 
he was filming the series Spencer 
for Hire, which was set in 
Boston. 

“He loved Andover. It had 
more a town feeling than a lot of 
the places he'd been,” said 
McCusker. He described Urich 
as “gregarious” and “nice.” “He 
did a lot of charity work for the 
schools and St. Augustine’s,” he 
said. 

Fr. George Morgan from St. 
Augustine Church remembers 
the Urich family’s presence well.

Affordable homes, one at a time

Passage of Article 25 could 
mean act two for the Andover 
Community Trust. 

The group known as ACT, a 
private organization that works to 
create more affordable housing in 
town, wants to start its second 
affordable housing project on 
Heather Drive. ACT needs Town 
Meeting to authorize selectmen to 
hand over the town-owned lot, 

The land on Heather Drive 
abuts a piece of land that ACT 
already owns, says President 
Susan Stott. If Town Meeting 
approves the article, ACT can 
build two units on the two lots. 
The selectmen and Planning Board 
have recommended approval of 
Article 25. 

“We think that what we want to 
do fits right in with the neighbor- 
hood,” says Stott. 


ACT proved that it could carry 
a project from start to finish in Jan- 
uary, when it helped a family move 
into its first permanently afford- 
able home, built from the ground 
up with donations. 

Families making within 60 to 
80 percent of the area median 
income, which is $64,000, submit- 
ted applications to ACT for an 
opportunity to buy the house. ACT 
eventually awarded the house to 
the Duran family, which bought 
the house for $100,000. The house 
is deeded so that the resale value 
cannot grow faster than the median 
income of the area. 

Stott says some residents near 
the Heather Drive lot are objecting 
to its potential use for affordable 
housing. 

“Some neighbors on Heather 
Drive would rather have it Stay 
open space,” she says. “But that’s 


always the case. I expect we’ll 
have some opposition.” 

She thinks that most residents 
would prefer to see affordable, sin- 
gle-family homes go up in 
Andover, rather than multi-unit, 
subsidized housing pushed 
through by comprehensive per- 
mits. A community has less con- 
trol over a comprehensive permit, 
as a developer needs approval only 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals 
for a project. 

Even if the ZBA rejects a pro- 
ject proposal, the state can over- 
turn that decision if the communi- 
ty has less than the recommended 
10 percent affordable housing of 
its total housing stock.

But the full-time staff is long- 
gone, and the center irregularly 
features a performer of great 
national or regional interest any- 
more. 

Now, Andover High School 
principal Peter Anderson has 
charged his students with the diffi- 
cult task of returing the Collins 
Center to some of its former glory, 
and hiring acts that will bring larg- 
er crowds back to the center. “It 
had a great reputation as an enter- 
tainment center in the *80s until it 
was shut down,” said Anderson. 
Anderson says that the program 
gives the students an opportunity 


to learn life skills that are not often 
available in the high-school class- 
room. “There really is no model 
for this anywhere,” said Anderson. 

The students meet in a staff- 
meeting-style forum for 15 min- 
utes and then break into their 
groups to book acts or accomplish 
other goals. In one office, senior 
Joseph Kolchinsky is getting off 
the phone. “We just called Warren 
Tolman,” he said. The students in 
this group are trying to organize a 
debate of Democratic gubernator- 
ial candidates.

RONIN S ICE CREAM business 
started in a house on North Street 
in Andover in 1960. 

Back then, founder Charles Cronin 


Jr. made $1.73 the first week pedaling 


Hood Ice Cream to local pharmacy soda 
fountains and keeping their freezers 
stocked with one of America’s favorite 
treats. 

By 1966, Cronin had moved his ice- 
cream distribution business to an old 
warehouse on Dale Street in the Ballard- 
vale section of Andover. 

Now, nearly 40 years later, the busi- 
ness has been handed down to his chil- 
dren, who are distributing various 
brands of ice cream to freezers from 
Portland, Maine to New York City. 

While Hood is still a key customer, 
the Cronin kids’ ice-cream pedaling has 
definitely gone upscale. They say they 
are keeping with the times and that 
means offering ice-cream lovers some 
pretty wild flavors. 

How does white asparagus sorbet 
sound? 

Company president Carilyn J. Cronin 
Donovan said that request came from 
Andover Inn where chefs were looking 
for the perfect dessert for their Aspara- 
gus Day celebration. 

“They called us and we know of 
companies that will make recipes for us 
and it worked out,” explained Cronin 
Donovan. “Usually we can find some- 
one to make the recipe, but sometimes 
we can’t.” 

The ice-cream manufacturer deliv- 
ered the sorbet to Cronin’s, which, in 
turn, delivered the goods to Andover 
Inn. 

Another popular sorbet is the cham- 
pagne sorbet served at the Lanam Club 
in Andover. Chefs there called Cronin’s 
with that request. Lanam Club’s sorbet 
lovers were delighted, no doubt, when 
the request was granted. 

During this interview, the phone rang 
with someone looking for an ice cream 
made with coffee brandy. Cronin Dono- 
van is still checking into that recipe. 

Besides sorbet, local ice-cream lovers 
enjoy exotic ice-cream truffles, too, and 
Cronin’s has that connection. Butcher 
Boy Meat Market in North Andover 
stocks Ferrara ice-cream truffles, which 
are distributed by Cronin’s. There are six 
tantalizing flavors, including white- 
chocolate raspberry and vanilla-bean 
crunch, that were recently featured in 
Bon Appetit magazine. These truffles are 
best described like this: they make Dove 
bars taste like Popsicles. 

Truffle enthusiasts of the ice cream 
kind can find boxes of Ferrara truffles at 
Cronin’s small ice-cream store, located 
at their 15 Dale St. warehouse.

Called Scoops, the store has just one 
freezer stocked with samples of the ice 
cream distributed by Cronin’s. 

People are welcome to drop by for an 
ice-cream treat. Andover schoolchildren 
often do. Many of them have gotten a 
taste of Cronin’s as the company has 
supplied tons of ice cream at various 
school functions during the years. 

“My dad used to surprise classrooms 
around Andover with Popsicles on hot 
days,” said Cronin Donovan, a 1986 
graduate of Andover High School. 

She also graduated from Colby- 
Sawyer College with a degree in educa- 
tion. She switched careers to take over 
the business when her father retired 
seven years ago. 

The former day-care director at 
Northern Essex Community College’s 
day-care center in Haverhill, Cronin 
Donovan is company president and lov- 
ing every minute on the job. 

“When my father was talking about 
retiring and maybe selling the business, 
I realized that I didn’t want him to sell it. 
I grew up with this business. He took me 
to work and his accountant used to 
babysit me,” she said. “I wanted to do 
something family-oriented and this has 
been great.” 

It’s childhood revisited for Cronin 
Donovan as a nursery is set up in a room 
near her office. for her 10-month-old 


daughter, Brenna. The baby comes to 
work every day with her mother and 
employees help out with the child care. 

“She sees her uncles every day. It’s a 
perfect situation,” said Cronin Donovan, 
who bought the North Street home from 
her parents. 

Her parents now spend winters in 
Florida and summers in Maine. Her 
mother, Marilyn Cronin, was a longtime 
elementary-school teacher in Andover 
and well known for the swim lessons 
she organized in her backyard pool. 

There are six Cronin kids and Cari- 
lyn, Courtney and Carlton are most 
involved with the day-to-day operations 
of the business, known as “co-packing” 
in the ice-cream business. 

The current generation is the fourth 
generation of scoopers. Marilyn and 
Charles Cronin both come from ice- 
cream families. Their parents sold ice 
cream via horse and buggy on Oaks 
Bluff on Martha’s Vineyard and in 
Rhode Island. 

Historical pictures of those days 
cover the walls of the Dale Street ware- 
house and make Cronin Donovan proud. 
In fact, photographs of the horse-and- 
buggy delivery days adorn the compa- 
ny’s white trucks and include pictures of 
Cronin Donovan’s great-grandmother. 

“There is so much history here,” she 
said, “I am so glad to be a part of it.”

Fields deal will 
change area 


Editor, Townsman: 

Residents of west Andover have 
voiced concern about the prospec- 
uve development of an apartment 
complex on River Road and a pro- 
posed industnal complex by Yvon 
Cormier on property currently 
zoned residential. Quite frankly. I 
do not see what all the brouhaha is 
about.

We need fields 


Editor, Townsman: 

As most Andover residents 
know, there is a critical shortage of 
playing fields for the children of our 
town. Never before has this deficit 
been more apparent than this 
spring, when we have had to try and 
find enough field space to accom- 
modate 2000 soccer players and the 
ever increasing lacrosse, baseball, 
softball and ultimate-frisbee pro- 
grams. The fields that we currently 
have are overburdened and will 
very quickly begin to show signs of 
this overuse. Rather than playing on 
nice green turf seen in our neigh- 
boring communities, our children 
will be forced to play on muddy, 
rocky surfaces. Due to this tremen- 
dous demand, the fields will never 
be afforded the opportunity of 
being rested, so that they may be 
replenished and renewed. Fields 
that were seeded last fall and should 
be sprouting healthy seedlings this 
spring, are being trampled with 
cleated feet, preventing them from 
ever maturing into rich, green grass. 

This year we have an opportuni- 
ty to change all this. Article 45 calls 
for the rezoning of a parcel of land 
on the Tewksbury town line from 
residential to industrial. This will 
allow for the construction of two 
office buildings as an extension to 
an existing office park by the 
Tewksbury Holiday Inn. In 
exchange for support of this article, 
the developer will give 15 acres of 
land to the Andover Soccer Associ- 
ation and Andover Little League. 
The ASA only agreed to support 
this article after thoughtful consid- 
eration of al] the implications of the 
rezoning issue. We walked the sites, 
studied maps of the affected areas, 
and drove through the surrounding 
neighbor hoods. There are no direct 
abutters to the proposed office park 
or fields. Furthermore, this proposal 
will not cost the taxpayers anything. 
In fact, the town of Andover will 
receive $500,000 per year in addi- 
tional tax revenue from this project! 
The planning board also reviewed 
this article and voted to support it 
because it is a good deal. 

The town has told the ASA that 
it will not have access to the fields 
at the new schools due to the 
demand and growth of other town 
programs such as lacrosse. Without 
additional fields, the ASA may 
have to turn away prospective play- 
ers, because we will not have the 
field space to accommodate the 
ever-growing population. As an 
organization that prides itself on 
being an inclusive program, this 
would be devastating to us. 

[ urge everyone to become 
informed about this great plan. The 
agreement signed between Yvon 


Cormier Construction Corp., 
Andover Soccer Association and 
Andover Little League, as well as 
maps of the area and other informa- 
tion, are available on the ASA web 
site at <www.andoversoccer.org>. 
We will be hosting a walking tour 
of the area at 4 p.m. on Sunday, 
April 28. Those interested in partic- 
ipating in this should plan to meet 
in the rear parking lot to the right of 
the Tewksbury Holiday Inn. I am 
confident that when people know 
all the facts, they'll vote yes.

Editor, Townsman: 

I have followed the CPA’s 
progress ever since it first 
appeared on the scene. The final 
version has some problems, but its 
advantages to Andover far out- 
weigh them. Many Bay Circuit 
communities have already adopt- 
ed it, and our neighbor North 
Andover may soon benefit from 
its provisions in a major acquisi- 
tion to protect its water supply. 
Some Bay Circuit communities 
have rejected it, but they will 
probably be sorry they did. 

Andover should adopt the CPA 
at 1 percent for these reasons: 

1. We need a variety of tools to 
protect land. Many of our out- 
standing open-space properties 
have received funds from the 
Mass. Community Self-Help Pro- 
gram. Like the CPA, Self-Help 
supplements local tax dollars 
through matching state funds. 
Unlike Self-Help, the CPA leaves 
project selection solely in the 
hands of local communities. How- 
ever, Self-Help funding spreads 
the financial impact over a longer 
term - future generations absorb 
their share of the costs. Self-Help 
projects often work in conjunction 
with our conservation bond fund, 
which allows our conservation 
commission to negotiate efficient- 
ly with prospective sellers. We 
need a variety of land-use plan- 
ning tools. 

2. It’s highly likely (though not 
formally stated) that adoption of 
the CPA will be a litmus test from 
the state’s point of view in judging 
a community’s worthiness for 
other funding programs; i.e. towns 
that don’t adopt will lose points. 
From my work with the Bay Cir- 
cuit, I have already heard public- 
agency officials informally talk in 
this vein, as well as at least one 
major private environmental fun- 
der. 

3. We should adopt at | percent 
because all expenditures in these 
economic times must stress con- 
servatism. We all have different 
priorities for how and how much 
to spend. That’s understandable, 
but no one program should bear 
the brunt of the budget cutting,

Youth sports are 
key to healthy 
body, mind 


Editor, Townsman: 

Declaring that “physical fitness 
is not only one of the most impor- 
tant keys to a healthy body, it is 
the basis of dynamic and creative 
intellectual activity,” President 
John F. Kennedy launched the 
President’s Commission on Physi- 
cal Fitness in 1963 and revolution- 
ized the way Americans approach 
their daily lives. Jogging, swim- 
ming and tennis became the rage 
for adults, and physical-education 
classes became mandatory in our 
public schools. 

Andover’s youth-sports move- 


ment is a direct descendant of 


President Kennedy’s initiative. In 
our town, about 2,000 children 
play soccer, 1,200 play basebail, 
400 play hockey, 300 play foot- 
ball, and 350 play lacrosse. In 
addition, baseball and soccer have 
special divisions for children with 
disabilities. Universal participa- 
tion in youth sports is a vital com- 
ponent of our way of life, and sets 
Andover apart from other towns. 

Unfortunately, however, our 
culture of inclusion faces grave 
danger. Andover is growing, and 
additional children will deserving- 
ly seek to occupy our playing 
fields. But our fields are already 
saturated with young bodies dur- 
ing every available hour of after- 
school daylight. There is no room 
for additional participation, and 
our next field management action 
will necessarily require limiting 
the number of children who can 
participate in youth sports. 

The passage of Articles 45 and 
46 will bring two new “travel” 
sized soccer fields, a full-sized 
baseball field, and a large grassy 
area for practices of all kinds.

g A good number of people had

However, while many people 
may choose the  cash-out 
option, the biggest considera- 
tion, according to Mr. Diodati, 
continues to be the amount of 
money the consumer can save 
each month. 

“If someone has a 30-year 
mortgage now and is going to 
save $50 a month to go back to 
a 30-year mortgage, they may 
not bother. But, if they can 
save a little bit of money or 
(keep their monthly payment) 
the same but decrease the term 
from 30 years down to 20 
years, they can save a huge 
amount of money in interest 
over a 10-year period,” says 
Mr. Diodati. “You are building 
up equity quicker in the prop- 
erty with a shorter term

make improvements by choosing 
a cash-out refinancing plan — pulling equity out of their home. 


because more money is going 
toward your principal rather 
than interest.” 

The other consideration is 
what type of loan works best 
for your situation. There is 
much talk of the “no points/no 
closing costs” loan because it 
doesn’t require the consumer 
to pay anything up front. In 
this type of loan, a lender 
essentially pays a premium to a 
mortgage company or bank to 
do a transaction at a certain 
rate. While this interest rate 
will be slightly higher than a 
cost-related mortgage (with 
points), the break even is 
immediate. 

But, are there situations when 
it make sense to pay a cost- 
related mortgage? According 
to Mr. Diodati, you may want 
to consider getting a lower 
interest rate by paying points if 
you are planning on staying in 
the property long-term. Since 
the average time to break even 
(or recover your loan costs) for 
a two-point rate is four to six 
years, you will not realize any 
savings unless you stay in the 
property at least that long. Mr. 
Diodati illustrates with this 
example: zero-point rate of 7 
1/8 percent on a $100,000 
mortgage is $674 a month; 
two-point rate of 6 3/4 percent

1. Hoping tomorrow’s income 
will pay today’s debt 

Most people get in trouble 
When they count on that next 
big raise to pay off their debt, 
according to Mr. Anthony and

“For most of us, as we make 
more money we suddenly find 
We ‘need’ more and more things 
to keep us happy.” they write 
“It's simply human nature to 
spend what we make.”

2. Immediate gratification 

“There are as many reasons 
for compulsive spending as 
there are excuses,” Mr. Anthony 
and Mr. Cluck write. “Some 


people crave the false sense of 


empowerment shopping _ pro- 
vides. Others use it to relieve 
boredom. Still others view it as 
a harmless vice and laughingly 
shrug it off as ‘retail therapy,’ a 
quick fix that ultimately can 
turn out to be seriously bad 
medicine.” 

No one wants to live the life 
of a miser, but recognizing the 
difference between necessity 
and impulse will help you squir- 
rel away those extra cents need- 
ed to make a dent in the debt 
pile. 


3. Keeping up with the Jone- 
ses 

Trying to keep up with your 
peers’ spending habits, which 
may be unhealthy and have 
them in debt up to their eyes, 
will cause you to make serious 


financial blunders you may 
regret for years to come. Mr. 
Anthony and Mr. Cluck say. 


The ones to watch out for, 
though, are your friends, who 
may become “debt enablers.” 
“By complimenting you on 
your latest extravagant acquisi- 
tion and great taste, they unwit- 


tingly encourage financially 
destructive behavior,” they 
write. 


Stop the cycle of trying to live 
up to others’ spending brackets 
and standards by not giving in 
to that competitive urge. Decide 
if you really need an expensive 
indulgence or if you're just 
interested in it because your 
friend has one or because your 
peers will flatter you on your 
recent acquisition. 


4. Being ‘too busy’ to think 
about money 

“When we tell ourselves, ‘I’m 
too busy living my life to deal 
with money,’ something does 
not compute. We all make time 
for what’s important to us,” Mr. 
Anthony and Mr. Cluck write. 
“You're not too busy to manage 
your own money.” 

Setting a goal of getting out of 
debt and making that your top 
priority will help you focus on 
your finances. Once you make 
getting out of debt your No. 1 
priority, you will become very 
conscious of every dollar you 
spend, the authors say. 


5. Waste 


“We unnecessarily waste 


money because we’re too lazy 
or afraid to sit down and con- 
sider better ways to use our 
money. Money we’ve worked 
hard for. Money that could be 
making more money. Money 
that, once gone, never comes 
back,” Mr. Anthony and Mr. 
Cluck write. 

People waste money on 
everything from CDs they only 
listen to once to paying some- 
one else to groom their dogs, a 
job they could learn to do them- 
selves, the authors say. By con- 
sidering alternatives, getting 
creative and learning new skills 
everyone can save money in 
places that might not seem 
obvious at first. 

“You would be shocked at 
how easy it is to shake money 
out of your daily routine,” the 
authors write. “The money’s 
there — you just have to know 
where to find it.” 


6. Failure to set goals 

Not working toward a goal 
spells jeopardy for the debtor, 
Mr. Anthony and Mr. Cluck 
write. Goals get obscured by a 
mountain of debt and, as the 
pile grows out of control, frus- 
tration mounts. Once frustration 
enters the picture, it becomes 
all too easy to lose hope and go

on a shopping binge from 
which you may never recover. 

Set goals for how much you 
want to send to each creditor 
each month and how much 
extraneous spending you want 
to cut from your budget. Also, 
set a date to be debt-free and 
focus on the end result, the 
authors suggest. 


7. Being ruled by your social 
life 

“Most of us would probably 
self-implode without fun in our 
lives, but if the money you 
spend pursuing the good life is 
wreaking havoc with your 
finances, then you’re defeating 
the whole purpose of leisure 
time anyway,” Mr. Anthony and 
Mr. Cluck write. 

Instead of breaking your bud- 
get, find creative alternatives to 
your usual leisure activities, 
suggest the authors. Try com- 
munity education _ classes 
instead of high-priced lessons 
or dinner parties with friends 
instead of a night out on the 
town. 

“The challenge here is not to 
cut out play time, but to deter- 
mine if too much of your 
income is going to leisure, and 
then find equally satisfying 
ways to spend less.”

on the same amount is $649 a 
month. The difference is $25 
per month and if you paid out 
$2,000 in points, it would take 
you almost seven years to 
recover your loan costs before 
you started realizing the sav- 
ings. So, this scenario only 
makes sense if you are plan- 
ning to stay in the home for 
more than six years. 

“If the free interest rate (no 
points/no closing costs rate) is 
lower than the one they cur- 
rently have and they don’t 
have a problem spending 45 
minutes with someone, it’s 
worth it,” says Rick Roda, 
president of First Andover 
Mortgage Corporation in 
North Andover. “If you can 
save $25 a month, why would- 
n’t you do it?” 

Mr. Roda says that, while he 
believes that any savings is 
worth it when you’re not pay- 
ing for the loan, it is by and 
large a personal preference. 

“ve had people do it (refi- 
nance) for as little as $14 a 
month, and others who won't 
do it unless they can save at 
least $300, for example,” says 
Mr. Roda. “The average every- 
day working person, if you can 
save $25 or $30 a month, is 
happy with it.”

Roda. “I can put someone in 


my database with a targeted 
interest rate and we’ll watch it 
for them; if it (the targeted 
rate) becomes available, we 
can call the customer and lock 
it in and close within 30 days.” 
And, the process has become 
so streamlined that there is lit- 
tle time or effort needed on the 
customer’s part. The paper- 
work is generally just an appli- 
cation, an appraisal and some 
income-related forms. The 
entire procedure, including the 
closing, can take as little as an 
hour, according to Mr. Roda. 
“We will come to your home 
and take your application and 


get the paperwork we need. If 


you make it easy enough for 
people and hassle-free, then 
people will do it — that’s part 
of the challenge,” Mr. Roda 
says. 

Mr. Roda has two important 
tips for homeowners who may 
be considering refinancing 
either now or at some time in 


the future. First, he recom- 
mends that you shop around so 
you can take advantage of the 
very competitive market that 
currently exists. Secondly, 
choose a company that you are 
not only comfortable with, but 
that you can build a relation- 
ship with.

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Bright ideas about outdoor lighting

Choosing the right bulbs can shed new light on outdoor entertaining. 


(NAPSA) — During the warmer 
months, a lot more time is spent 
outdoors, particularly after the 
sun sets. But many people ignore 
an important part of their land- 
scaping — lighting. 

Lighting works as a multi- 
dimensional tool that can 
increase safety, highlight foliage 
and gardens, liven up a walkway 
and even keep bugs at bay. The 
following outdoor lighting tips 
may help maximize the look and 
safety of your yard. 

* Light pathways and drive- 
ways by focusing the light 
toward the ground, so your 
guests will have a clear path to 
the festivities. Illuminating the 
actual surface increases safety 
and aesthetics. 

* True to their name, bugs are 
an annoying summertime reality. 
To keep bugs away from an out- 
door gathering, try using a com- 
pact yellow fluorescent bulb. For 
example, some bulbs filter out 
the blue light to which bugs are 
attracted. When used in conjunc- 
tion with a standard incandescent 
bulb placed away from where 
people are gathering, bugs will 
be drawn toward the whiter light 
to leave you and your guests 
pest-free. 

* For increased security, direct 
halogen floodlights from the yard 
toward your home to clearly light 
all windows and doors, thereby 
eliminating dark areas where 
people can lurk. 

* Try using halogen light bulbs, 
in post lanterns. With a whiter, 
brighter light that lasts two years, 
these bulbs will add sparkle and 
brilliance to your front yard. 

¢ For a typical yard tree, place 
lights close to the base of the 
trunk and light upward. This cre- 
ates highlights and texture by 


lighting through the patches of 
the foliage. Or, create a “moon- 
light” effect by placing lights 
high into the tree, aimed at the 
ground. 

* Lighting flowerbeds not only 
contributes to a garden’s night- 
time beauty, but can actually help 
the flowers grow. Focus light on 
the area with a well-aimed (con- 
cealed) spotlight mounted on a 
nearby pole or tree.

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Protecting your valuables from fire and theft 


(NAPSA) — Theft and fire are 
two of a homeowner’s greatest 
fears. Insurance provides some 
protection, but what about 
those things that money can’t 
replace? 

One practical solution is a 
wall safe that can be easily hid- 
den, yet is readily accessible. 
Choices range from small secu- 
rity safes, about the size of a 
medicine cabinet, to larger fire 
safes that offer dual protection. 

Installing a large wall safe is 
best left to a construction pro- 
fessional. However, safes that 
are no more than 14 1/2 inches 
wide and 8 inches deep can be 
easily installed by the do-it- 
yourselfer. Following are some 
tips. 


1. Select a convenient loca- 


tion where you won't 
encounter electrical wires or 
plumbing. If the safe is deep- 
er than 4 inches, it will pro- 
trude through the wall behind 
it, so choose a spot that is 
backed by a closet. 


2. Using a_ stud finder, 
locate and mark the place- 
ment of two adjacent wall 
studs, generally about 14 1/2 
inches apart from edge to 
edge. 


3. Position the opening tem- 
plate that comes with the safe 
between the wall studs so the 
top shelf inside the safe is at 
eye level. If the safe is nar- 
rower than the space between 
the studs, position the tem- 
plate flush with one stud. 


4. With a utility knife or key 
hole saw, cut the opening. 


5. If the safe opening is 
smaller than the — space 


between studs, nail plywood 
or 2 x 4 shims to the far stud 
so the surface is even with the 
opening edge. 


6. If the safe will protrude 
through the back wall, use a 
level to mark a straight line 
across the wall studs from 
each corner of the opening to 
the back wall. Caution: If the 
safe protrudes more than four 
inches through the back wall, 
additional support may be 
necessary; consult a construc- 
tion professional. 


7. Carefully poke a hole
